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Dominican Republic Sports Issue 


On October 30 the Dominican Republic released a new Sports 
issue that is one of the most attractive and colorful sets of Sports 
stamps that it has been our pleasure to see and we have seen a lot 
ef them for Mrs. Linn having been a bowling enthusiast before our 
marriage took a fancy to sports stamps 
and has a few albums full. : 

There is a set for ordinary postage in 
the face values of 1, 2, 3, 5 and 7c, a total 
of only 18c and a set of three airmails in 
the face value of llc, 16c and 17c. A to- 
tal of 44c, making only 6l1c for the com- 
plete set. vied 

We regret that we have mislaid our 
advance notice about these stamps and 
are uncertain as to how they were offer- 
ed. We do know however that they were 
offered at face value and that everyone 
who had an order in would get either all 
or part of the order. The souvenir sheets 


on one sheet and a full set of the airs on 
another. Both were offered perf and 
imperf. It has been the policy of the 
Agency in the Dominican Republic to fill 
all orders that were ~properly made and 
to do everything possible to keep anyone 
from obtaining an unfair supply. In this 
respect where issues were short, they have first filled orders 
from collectors up to a value of approximately $10 and after such 
were filled, large ones were handled. In the case of very large or- 
ders which might, if filled, clean out the issue, they were cut back 
and given at least a portion of their order. That was the custom in 
the past. : 

From recent order forms for recent new issues we have come 
to the conclusion that perhaps the dealers who have been fighting 
the Agency in the hope of getting it closed up or in the hope of 
getting it to sell only in quantity fo dealers may have succeeded in 
their efforts for we find on these recent order forms that the vari- 
ous new stamps are being offered only in full sheets. This of course 
rules out orders for single stamps or sets from collectors and is a 
victory for the dealers. We regret to see that this has happened. 

In the case of Haiti which has been operating its agency on the 
same plan as the Dominican did formerly, we still find that it 1s 
continuing to offer stamps in singles or in larger lots so that the 
collector can still obtain his Haitian stamps at face plus usual mail- 
ing charges etc. 

You who collect U. S stamps can realize what a situation many 
of you would be in if a movement to close the U.S. Philatelic Agen- 
cy were started and should succeed,

“Your letter received re the ASDA nominations.

“TI felt that I had something to offer the A.S.D.A. and 
I was asked by some members if I would accept a nomina- 
tion. I-told them that I would, and I know that two mem- 
bers of the present Board — at least two — pressed for my 
nomination. I advised them that I did not think that I was 
acceptable to the background shadows who contro] the 
A.S.D.A., and that I was certain I would not be named. I 
am a little too outspoken for some individuals, and maybe 
a little too difficult to be softsoaped on something I might 
not like. I was right. I was not nominated. 

“I do not want the nomination, under any circum- 
stances. I believe that A.S.D.A. policy is dictated behind 
the scenes, and that the Board, sincere though they may be, 
and no matter how good a job they may want to do for the 
hobby and their business, are merely a sounding board. I 
don’t think that one voice is going to break this monopoly.

LINN’S WEEKLY STAMP NEWS

On September 16 the 1958 mo- 
torized version of the Overland 
Mail took off from Tipton, Mo. 
on a 2800-mile trek to San Fran- 
cisco where it was supposed to 
arrive on October 10 in time for 
the issuance of the Overland 
Mail Centennial commem in that 
California city. The route was 
as nearly identical to that of 100 
years ago as the modern highway 
system permitted. 

It passed through 200 towns. In 
each of them the Post Office De- 
partment permitted the postmas- 
ter to handle collector mail by 
putting his community’s post- 
mark on the envelope and then 
putting the covers on the HPO 
Bus which was a part of the 
caravan. These were then carried 
to San Francisco — addresses 
east of the Mississippi were 
flown back to St. Louis and then 
carried onward to destination by 
surface means. 

Philatelic publications printed 
the names of the towns; the Post 
Office Department had a pre- 
pared list of them which was 
sent to many collectors. Quite a 
few people tried to get a cancel- 
lation on cover from each. 

One man who succeeded is Na- 
than H. Krauss, a Bellefonte, Pa. 
business man. He sent three to 
each office and had 600 back in 
his mailbox shortly after Octo- 
ber 10. The idea of three to each 
was the hope that he would get 
at least one back — a sort of in- 
surance. Now, due to fine work 
on the part of the postal system, 
he has three full sets. 

The expenses, the basic ones 
such as stamps, envelopes, stuf- 
fers and addressing, must have 
been between $60 and $75. That 
is a fair size piece of change to 
many collectors and will prob- 
ably account for the small num- 
ber of complete sets of the 200 
post office cancellations on the 
revisited Overland Mail Route of 
long ago.

Just in case some of you have 
delayed your philatelic Christ- 
mas shopping I’d like to remind 
you to start paging through that 
world record-breaking Novem- 
ber 17 edition of 72 pages. There 
are just scads of things at “right” 
prices — stamps, covers, albums 
and stockbooks, accessories and 
catalog and reference books. 

I found a lot I needed — sent 
orders for them at once. That’s 
always a good idea since you 
might get left if you wait too 
long and the dealer becomes sold 
out. Always around the holidays 
I have more time than usual and 
the items I buy now get mounted 
then, 


While on the subject of buy- 
ing I wonder how many of you 
keep track of the orders you 
send out. What I have in mind is, 
a duplicate copy of the order you 
send, the date mailed, the name 
and address of the dealer and 
such other data as you might 
want to include as the publica- 
tion in which you saw the offer. 
It is surprising how few do just 
that. In 96% of the cases it real- 
ly isn’t mnecssary because that 
percentage of philstelic mer- 
chants is right on the ball when it 
comes to delivering in a reason- 
able time. But now and again 
some can’t or don’t. 

In the “can’t” category are those 
who have been swamped with 
orders from their ads but who 
will work out from under in due 
time; those who have had emer- 
gencies such as sickness and 
death; those who have underesti- 
mated their stock requirements 
and must hurry to get replace- 
ment material. The latter might 
take a few days; in the case of 
harder to get items, it might take 
weeks, even an SOS to a foreign 
source. 

The customer shouldn’t have to 
wait more than a couple of 
weeks. In case the period is 
longer, the dealer should send out 
a card telling of the delay and 
the reasons for it. The customer 
should then show some patience. 
If one has the above mention- 
ed record of his order then this 
should be in a handy place for 
him to check. If too much time 
elapses without action on it, and 
he has not been notified of an 
undue delay at the retailers, then 
he should get an inquiry off 


ignored, then the next step is 
to drop a line to this paper with 
full information. 

We get very few complaints 
about our advertisers. In most 
cases when investigating we dis- 
cover some _ misunderstanding 
and almost 100% of the time a 
willingness on the part of all to 
cooperate towards a solution.

Frequently I am asked by re- 
sponsible club officials about 
starting a club library. Such 
ideas always start out with good 
intentions, but in a short time 
usually bog down. Those organi- 
zations which have a permanent 
home have the best chance of 
making a go of it. Those which 
meet in rented quarters for so 
many hours each week just don’t 
have much success. 

In both instances the project 
has to be in charge of an individ- 
ual with a lot of patience, dog- 
ged persistence and as far as 
the business end of the library 
is concerned, a heart of stone 
and the hide of a rhinoceros. 
Human beings with their forget- 
fulness and their reluctance to 
pay fees, make such a person an 
absolute necessity. 

What kind of books can be 
bought of the greatest use to the 
most people? This, unquestion- 
ably, is answered by, “stamp cat- 
alogs, preferably the domestic 
product”, Next in importance are 
the “How To Collect” books of 
which there should be at least 
two of the best on the subject. 
After you’ve gotten this far, you 
should consider the most popu- 
lar category of philately in this 
country which would be United 
States issues. But here, you be- 
gin to get into specialized publi- 
cations which means less_ ser- 
vice to fewer members. 

Any books other than’ the 
above are of interest to only a 
small part of the club. That be- 
ing the case if you buy a book 
for one small segment then the 
others have a right to have their 
collecting covered. So, where are 
you going to stop since only a 
reasonable sum is available? 

Another thing to consider is 
the fact that even after the books 
are on hand very, very few of the 
members seldom, i: ever, make 
use of them: I include the stamp 
catalogs in that statement. 

Usually the catalogs can be 
self-liquidating if a fee of say 
25c per week is charged for 
their use in one’s home. At the 
end of the season they can be 
auctioned off to the highest bid- 
der with such money plus the 
rental fees used to buy the cur- 
rent copy. 

Unless clubs are in perma- 
a burden rather than a help. 
However, the purchase of cata- 
logs for use by all at meetings 
is warranted, with weekly rent- 
als. between. Any books other 
than those just aren’t worth the 
trouble and money to a club. 

Books themselves are wonder- 
ful assists in our complicated 
hobby. A person should get all 
on his specialty he can afford 
and use. Such acquisitions should 
be on a personal basis with their 
remaining in the library of the 
owner. 





If you haven’t gotten your 
prepared envelopes off to Juneau, 
Alaska for the Alaskan State- 
hood commem you’d better do so 
immediately. Airmail, of course 
has the same fees, as our domes- 
tic service and can get to our 
hew northern state in a mattcr 
of a few days. Surface mail goes 
by ship out of Seattle, at least 
much of it does, and takes more 
time. 

A definite date has not been 
established for day of issue. How- 
ever, don’t. play this right up 
to the last minute since there is 
no call for it. Remember ‘90, 
that this is a 7c airmail and not 
the usual 4-center.

A revised bulletin from the 
General Post Office, Stanley, 
Falkland Islands, calls attention 
to the closing post offices at An- 
vers Island and Danco Coast and 
the opening of one at Stonington 
Island in the Dependencies, In 
a separate notice, collectors are 
cautioned to remember that ow- 
ing to ice conditions, mail facili- 
ties are limited to calls by ship 
once or twice a year, between 
December and March. There is 
no air service operating at any 
time. ’ 

When ordering stamps, remit- 
tances must be in Sterling and 
may be sent by International 
Money Order. Reply coupons are 
accepted only in payment of re- 
tugn postage, and are not accept- 
ed in numbers to make up a form 
of remittance. 

To date only six values of the 
Falkland Island set have been 
issued with the portrait of Her 
Majesty. The remainder are still 
issued with the portrait of the 
late King, and will be replaced 
as present stocks are exhausted. 

The Crown Agents. announce 
a new issue for the Federation 
of Malaya.

series of articles dealing with 8c 
U.S. commemoratives specifical- 
ly, was begun in this column. Its 
purpose is to acquaint all peo- 
ple interested in plate numbers 
of U. S. stamps with the alarm- 
ing situation currently existing 
with respect to the 8c commem 
issues. 
If Linn’s were a daily newspa- 
per there would be more time in 
which to go into full details be- 
fore calling upon everyone con- 
cerned to take the proper action 
to rectify the current situation 
before it goes completely out of 
hand. Since this would take too 
long, it is felt that there is a com- 
pelling need to take all action 
possible to prevent a repetition 
of another instance like the 8c 
Bolivar and the 8c Kossuth. 
Summed up briefly, this is the 
situation right now. On July 24 
the 8c Simon Bolivar “Champion 
of Liberty” appeared. It had a 
total of six combinations of two 
plate numbers, meaning that for 
the complete set every collector 
would need 24 plate blocks. To 
compound the woe, it kas become 
known that some of the plate 
numbers used had _ unusually 
small printings. 
The ink had hardly dried on 
this stamp when along came an- 
other 8c, September 19, honoring 
another “Champion of Liberty”, 
Lajos Kossuth. This time there 
was the staggering number of 12 
different plate number combina- 
tions — a total of 48 different 
plate blocks for a complete 
matched set. 
In this issue, even more than 
the Bolivar, several different 
combinations had low numbers 
of impressions, one of them less 
than 10,000. In order to obtain 
these plate blocks of the two 
stamps you are required to buy 
no less than a full sheet of 72 
stamps, a face value of $5.76 per 
sheet, and for each plate block 
desired. 
On the basis of $5.76 per pane, 
if all the 24 plate number an 
position combinations of the 8c 
Bolivar were available at the 
Philatelic Sales Agency, in Wash- 
ington, D.C., the total cost would 
add up to $138.24, plus the in- 
cidental costs, money order, ship- 
ping, and registration fees. On 
the Kossuth, IF all the 48 posi- 
tions were available, then the 
collector would be required to 
spend no less than $276.48, plus 
double the Bolivar expense. 
Just imagine, in order to get 
the two complete matched sets 
the Philatelic Sales Agency

to spend so many hundreds of 
dollars on a new stamp that just 
came out, having no other alter- 
native but to buy the full sheets, 
what can he do with so many 
hundreds of dollars worth of 8c 
postage stamps after the plate 
blocks have been removed? 

On a comparative basis with 
the 4c issues, not enough of the 
8c denomination is used in the 
mails to be of significance. Where 
ean hundreds of dollars worth 
of 8c stamps be disposed of by 
an average plate block collector? 

Most of the stamps purchased 
from philatelic agency windows 
are obtained primarily to acquire 
the plate numbers. It is a sad 
commentary that such penalties 
should be imposed on collectors 
as to make the cost of obtaining 
the plate blocks so nearly pro- 
hibitive. 

In recent years many things 
have been done by the Post Of- 
fice Department to make many 
branches of philatelic interests 
more pleasant for the collector. 
There is no question in my mind 
that all these efforts have been 
purposeful and constructive. 
However, one thing has been 
sadly overlooked and that is, if 
only in an advisory capacity, 
there should be on the POD staff 
in Washington an individual who 
by knowledge and experience 
knows the pulse of the. plate 
number field in the United 
States. 

The absence of such an in- 
dividual in the planning of our 
postage stamp program, from its 
earliest concept until the stamp 
is released, is a serious omission. 
Someone should be there to help 
prevent situations such as these 
last two 8c commemoratives 
have brought. There should be 
some reconsideration of the num- 
ber of postage stamps that must 
be purchased to obtain a plate 
number block. 

Stamps that require more than 
one plate number per _ sheet 
should be limited mainly to the 
4c denomination so that collec- 
tors would not have-to buy hun- 
dreds of dollars worth of panes 
of odd values which are as diffi- 
cult to liquidate, after the plate 
numbers are removed, as white 
elephants. The time for collectors 





d|to act and submit their protests 


to the current situation is right 
now. This should be done before 
time runs out and before we have 
another 8c issue with combina- 
tion plate numbers, as is sched- 
uled for February 1959. 

As things have developed, you 
must continue to look for plate 
blocks of the very recent 8c Boli- 
var and 8c Kossuth as if they had 
been issued many years ago. 
With a face value of 32c per 
block, you will continue to look 
high and low and be obliged to 
pay prices of $1 up per plate 
block, in far from the best cen- 
tering. Indeed you will be lucky 
if you can find them available at 
all. It is the strangest thing to 
see such scarcity in two so re- 
cently released stamps! 

If you as a plate block collec-

Recent Philatelic 
News From Peru 


Two sets of commemoratives, a 
Christmas seal, and an approaching 
exhibition and cachet make up the 
latest developments in Peru, as re- 
ported by Charles Ekker, c/o INPA, 
Aptdo. 304, Lima, Peru. 
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A set of four airmails was issued 
November 13 in tribute to the 150th 
anniversary of the first meeting of 
the board of directors of the Colegio 
de Abogados Lima (Lima Bar Assn). 
The common design features a half- 
length figure of Justice with bal- 
ance and sword, plus the seven- 
pointed star emblem of the Associa- 
tion. 

Values and colors are 80c light 
green, blue and ochre; 1.10 Sol 
orange, blue and ochre; 1.20S. ultra- 
marine, blue and ochre; and 1.50S. 
lilac, blue and ochre. The printing 
was 500,000 level sets.

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On the same date, November 13, 
two more airmail commems were 
issued to note the centenary of the 
death of Gen. Ignacio Alvarez Tho- 
mas, Peruvian soldier who fought for 
Argentina in the war of indepen- 
dence 140 years ago.

general and the coat of arms of the 
city of Arequipa, Peru. Again the 
printing was 500,000 level sets.

was a divorce. Because of the 
feeling which existed between 
my parents I had no further con- 
tact with my father, except for 
two brief talks within the fol- 
lowing few years. Strange as it 
may seem, I never did. know for 
certain that he had remarried or 
that he had had another family. 
Philately was responsible for my 
discovering after more than half 
a century that I had two half- 
sisters and three half-brothers!

As a boy I was interested in 
stamps and had a Strand album. 
I did manage to collect some 
stamps but did not have money 
to buy them and at that time did 
not know about stamp clubs, or 
even that they existed. So my 
collecting was not too serious. 
When my maternal’ grand- 
mother died she left me an ac- 
cumulation of Canada and U.S. 
stamps, all tied up in bundles of 
100, plus many other loose for- 
eign items. At times I sold some 
of these stamps and gave away 
many others to friends, 

Last fall I came across the 
boxes of stamps and decided it 
might be time to sell them. Little 
did I then know what would re- 
sult from this decision. I tried 
by various methods to find deal- 
ers who would buy my quantity 
lots without success. This made 
me decide to be my own stamp 
dealer, so I listed them and made 
a few occasional sales. : 

That I knew little about 
stamps, collecting or selling was 
soon evident. I subscribed to a 
half dozen philatelic publications, 
read catalogs, books and book- 
lets on the subject and literally 
crammed as much as I could ab- 


In the process I became inter- 
ested in that popular new coun- 
try Ghana as well as Ryukyus, 
United Nations, Canada and 
U.S. I had by this time bought 
Canada and U.S. albums and in 
a few months had Canada fairly 
on the way to completion back 
to 1897, except for those higher 
priced items. 

I became a member of several 
societies and groups and met oth- 
ers who knew so much more 
than I did and who were most 
helpful in answering many ques- 
tions that must have seemed 
foolish to a good collector. As 
my stock of Ghana, Ryukyus and 
UN became big enough, by last 
spring, I ran my first ad in 
Linn’s which resulted in the rea- 
son for this story. 

To go back to the letter from 
Pearl, Mrs. E. T. Stallard: I re- 
plied to her letter and was of 
course able to name my uncle 
and cousin. I now knew that I 
had discoverd a half-sister, or 
rather that she had discovered 
me, but knew little else about it.

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At a time when the West German 
Postal Minister is anxious to reduce 
the issues of the Federal Republic 
and limit them to not more than 
twelve stamps a year, his colleague 
to the east is reversing this pro- 
cedure. 

Examining the program outlined 
for 1959, inspired undoubtedly by 
the twin gods of politics and finance, 
we find that the Socialist Unity 
Party (official term for the Com- 
munists) wins by a short head over 
the export demands of the state 
trading monopoly. The feelings of 
the East German Collector come as 
a very bad third! 

What are we promised from East 
Berlin next year? As purely politi- 
cal issues we can rank stamps for 
the 83rd birthday of President Pieck 
and for the 40th anniversary of the 
deaths of Karl Liebknecht and Rosa 
Luxumberg, also those _ for. the 
“Youth Initiation’? ceremonies inau- 
gurated five years ago, for Interna- 
tional Children’s Day, the Vienna 
Youth Festival, and the 10th anni- 
versary of the creation of the East 
German ‘‘Democratic Republic’. 

The export drive is underlined by 
stamps honoring the 150th birthday 
of the composer, Felix Mendelsohn- 
Bartholdy, Birds of- the Republic, 
Leipzig Gymnastic Festival, and 
Works of Art returned from the 
USSR. 

This leaves us with such cultural 
events as stamps for concentration 
camp victims, for the memorial at 
Ravensbruck, for the 200th birthday 
of the author, Schiller, and the two 
annual sets for the Leipzig Fair. The 
only event for which postal com- 
memoratives might justifiably have 
been approved is the Conference of 
Postal Ministers of Communist coun- 
tries held in East Berlin in May. 

All in all, this is a very formid- 
able program indeed, but when con- 
sidering it one should never forget 
the official dictum recently express- 
ed: “Philately only justifies its exis- 
tence in the German Democratic Re- 
public if it contributes to resolve the 
problems of the process of Socialist 
construction.” In this case, the pro- 
cess appears to be principally one 
of financial contributions to the East 
German exchequer. 


Swiss Developments 


Since the end of the first World 
War, which is the period from which 
we can date a conscious attempt 
on the part of the Swiss authorities 
to put the best possible graphic in- 
terpretations on their stamps, Swit- 
zerland has had only three series of 
definitives. 

In use until 1934 were the well- 
known William Tell designs which 
were replaced by the ‘“‘small land- 
scapes” in that year. The change 
of printing process to recess from 
letterpress brought about a reinter- 
pretation of the designs in 1936, and 
the last of the low values were 
finally replaced in 1949 by the cur- 
rent “Technics and Landscape” 
series. , 

The well-known ‘‘Sitting Helvetia’ 
pattern continued in use until 1940 
for the values of 40c and above. 
These were used in conjunction with 
the small ‘“‘Arms”’ type first issued 
in 1924 in a design reminiscent of 
the 1850 ‘‘Rayons’’. A series of land- 
scape designs in use for the values 
of 3, 5, and 10 francs was replaced 
by the present ‘‘Constitution’” de- 
signs in 1938. In ,1941 the Swiss 
POD released its current set of 
middle values. 

With the exception of the 50, 60 
and 70c designs withdrawn in 1949, 
when the “‘Technics and Landscape’ 
set replaced them, the six stamps 
from 80c to 2fr. have been in-regular 
use for 17 years. They are printed 
on ‘differently colored papers and 
obviously were prepared in very 
large editions to avoid the necessity 
for constant repetitions of small 
quantities of this special stock. 
However, for once the Swiss have 
been eaught unawares! The pale 
gray paper used for the 80c and 
1.20 fr. designs ran out, and it was 
decided not to remake it for the 
relatively small number of stamps 
involved. (A new set of definitives 
is now in course of preparation, al- 
though it is unlikely that they will 
be released earlier than 1960 or 
1961). 

To tide over temporarily, some 
remaining stocks of the pale vio- 
let paper used for the 70c stamp 
withdrawn in 1949 have been em- 
ployed to reprint the 80c and 1.20 
fr. values. 

Naturally, these stamps will re- 
ceive major catalog listing, and 
mint copies of the stamps on gray 
paper should be secured now whilst 
they are still obtainable at face 
value. In unused state the 50, 60 
and 70c denominations of the 1941 
series are already rated in Conti- 
nental catalogs at about $4 the set. 


Battle For Berlin 
Part of the program of reducing 








stamp issues for West Germany 


would seem to be concentrated in 
an effort by the Bonn officials to 
cut out special stamps released in 
West Berlin. At least, that is the 
reason for the almost annual stops 
and starts which have paralyzed 
Berlin’s new issues each spring and 
summer for the past three years. 

The reason for the separate _is- 
sues lies of course in the peculiar 
political geography of West Berlin. 
The city is an enclave within the 
East German ‘“‘Democratic’’ Repub- 
lic, and whilst being heavily sub- 
sidized by the Federal Republic is 
not politically a part of it. 

In an effort to coordinate the two 
stamp issue programs, the current 
definitive set had to be changed in 
course of production so as to equate 
its format and colors to the Federal 
‘‘Heuss” issue. Next year, also, the 
West German POD will celebrate 
the death centenary of Alexander 
von Humboldt, the geographer and 
historian, by a special issue. 

A stamp showing von Humboldt’s 
portrait was originally scheduled to 
be released in the framework of the 
“Famous Men in Berlin’s History” 
commemoratives. But after photo- 
graphs and descriptions of the 
stamp had been circulated, a brief 
announcement stated that this had 
been postponed in deference to the 
plans for “‘Humboldt Year’’, 1959. 

This is the fourth Berliri stamp 
which has been announced and has 
then either not released, or else 
issued in a version different from 
that first announced. The von Hum- 
boldt single had been listed for Oc- 
tober 24 release. 

The first of these was the 5pf. 
Otto Lilienthal stamp in 1953; its de- 
sign as first issued to the press 
showed the conventional likeness of 
the pioneer aviator, which had been 
used also on the 1934 2 Marks air- 
mail stamp. Shortly thereafter, how- 
ever, a new portrait of Lilienthal 
was discovered and used to replace 
the well-known version on the issued 
stamp. 

Yet another mistake, discovered 
only this year, was that the pre- 
liminary photograph of the 1952 
“Olympic Festival’ set showed the 
torch cutting the center ring of the 
Olympic device. As issued, however, 
the torch cuts through the second 
ring and not the third. Further, the 
full date (June 20, 1952) had been 
deleted in favor of the simple fig- 
ures ‘'1952”’. 

Mistake number three was the 
plan announced for a 30pf. stamp 
in 1954 in the definitive series. 
Again, the photograph was issued, 
showing the Hunting Lodge at 
Grunewald, but before the adhesive 
could be released the design had to 
be adapted for a 70pf. value owing 
to a change of rates. Also, a 40vf. 
stamp was issued showing the 
American Memorial Library. 

Mistake number four is, of course, 
the issue of the Humboldt stamp 
design; fortunately for the organiz- 
ers of a local stamp exhibition, it 
was replaced on the same day, as 
originally scheduled, by a 7pf. one 
showing Theodore Mommsen. It will 
be interesting to see what other 
mix-ups and substitutions the West 
Berlin powers have in store for us 
in the future. 


“Europa” Corrected 


Early this year a single sheet of 
the 10pf. ‘‘Europa’’ stamp of West 
Germany was found at the Flens- 
burg post office to have been print- 
ed on the “DBP and quartrefoils” 
watermarked paper used for many 
German commemoratives, instead 
of an unwatermarked paper as ori-

aware of the mistake, and only very | 


few were salvaged for philatelic use. 

As soon as the mistake was dis- 
covered and publicized, the West 
German post office reprinted the 
stamp_in considerable quantities on 
the watermarked paper in order to 
put an end to speculation in the few 
known copies. They thus did exactly 
the same as the East German 
authorities were compelled to do in 
1954, when the offset printed 24pf. 
definitive stamp was accidentally 
surcharged instead of the letter- 
press printed version. 


At that time West German papers 
were bitter in their abuse of the 
East Berlin post office for interfer- 
ing with the ‘free enterprise’ of 
the few lucky people who had got 
hold of supplies of the original er- 
rors; it will be curious to seé 
whether similar protests are now 
being voiced about this reprint of

Outmoded Egyptian Official Stamps 


Several readers have called at- 
tention ot the type of official stamps 
still used to frank (wholly or partly) 
official correspondence of the 





United Arab Republic‘s various min- 


istries and government  depart- 
ments. The writer has also noticed 
these various fiscals on his own 


correspondence with the Philatelic 
Office in Cairo. 

Scott’s Type O-3, still in use, dates 
only from 1938, i.e., the era of the 
independeit kingdom, following the 
1936 British evacuation of all Egyp- 
tian territory except the Suez Canal 
zone. These stamps, however, have 
a much more antique appearance. 
In Tact, the basic design can be 
traced to Scott’s Type A-21, the 3 
mils of 1892-93—the old, familiar 
sphnix and pyramid design of. fhe 
Khedivate regime, under nominal 
Turkish suzerainty. The frame is 
essentially the same, with Arabic at 
top and right, French at left and 
bottom. Arabic numerals are in the 
right corners and foreign ones in the 
left corners. 

The sphinx and pyramid have 
been removed from the oval center 
medallion and the words ‘‘Huku- 
mat” (government) and ‘Service 
de l’Etat’’ (State Service) substitut- 
ed, in Arabic and French. The 
wording in the marginal inscriptions 
is similar to that of the 1892-93 
stamps: ‘‘Milliemes”’ to the left and 
“Postes d’Egypte’”’ (instead of ‘“Pos- 
tes Egyptiennes’’) at the bottom. 


official stamps of 1892 but are quite 
unlike the intervening 1926-35 series, 
Type O-2, which would have been 
unacceptable to the Republic be- 
cause they were inscribed in Arabic 
and French ‘‘Kingdom of Egypt’. 
The watermark, is, of course, ex- 
King Farouk’s old multiple crown 
and “F’”’ 

It is indeed strange and incongru- 
ous that these reminders of the old 
regime should appear side by side 
with the regular postal adhesives 
of the modern Republic, with their 
streamlined and up-to-date designs 
and handsome colors. They have 
undergone no change save the 
ephemeral overprinting of “King of 
Egypt and Sudan” of 1952—Farouk’s 
last fantasy.

ernment is trying to use up—we do 
hope that there will be no reprint- 
ing of these ugly designs in the fu- 
ture. We like to think that the of- 
ficial stamps of the new Republic 
will show the revolutionary eagle 
crest design (the coat of arms of the 
great Saladin) or something else 
symbolic of the new revolutionary 
regime and of the new era of Arab 
republicanism and unity. 


Yemen Covers and Linn’s 
in Canada 


Last spring the writer ran a clas- 
sified ad in Linn’s for the purpose 
of disposing of a surplus of local 
use, non-philatelic commercial and 
private correspondence covers of 
Yemen accumulated in the course of 
searching for rare postmarks on 
cover for his private collection. 
The results were satisfactory and 
the surplus was disposed of in a 
matter of a month. Some of the 
purchasers wrote from Canada. 
One interesting sequel to that epi- 
sode has now come through from 
Canada. An enterprising advertis- 
ing man of one of Toronto’s big 
dailies clipped the Linn’s ad and 
pasted it on an attractive form 
which indicated that it would reach 
approximately a half million read- 
ers in Toronto, Ontario, and rural 
areas of that part of Canada if 
placed in the paper’s ‘‘Stamp Col- 
lectors’ Marketplace” classified ad 
section.

of the philatelic ad section and of 
the regular ‘‘The Stamp Club” col- 
umn for July 5. This featured the 
U.S. 1%c Mount Vernon definitive, 
with an excellent background story 
and an illustrated plate block sign- 
ed by the local postmaster. 

The ad section showed no fewer 
than 20 active Toronto or Ontario 
dealers, collectors and clubs, to- 
gether with a smattering of U/S. 
and overseas ads. This is probably 
indicative of a large and active 
stamp collecting population in the 
area, which U.S. dealers might find 
it profitable to cater to. All the 
Canadians who purchased Yemen 
covers paid promptly in U.S. dol- 
lars. Apparently quite a lot of the 
local collectors read Linn’s as well 
as their local Toronto dailies. 

I wonder if meter collectors, who 
recently sponsored a special issue 
of Linn's, realize how attractive (as 
well as similar to U.S. to U.S. me- 
ters) their Canadian neighbors’ me- 
ters are. 

The letter from the Toronto paper 
was franked with a 5c meter in red 
ochre on canary yellow. To the 
right is a stamp sized panel with the 
bilingual postal inscription and val- 
ue beneath the country name and 
the Royal Crown. The ‘“‘postmark’”’ 
portion, to the left, is similar to 
U.S. ones, but it is draped in Cana- 
da’s Maple Leaf design, and the 
“Meter” designation is _ bilingual 
(Meter; Compteur). 

Incidentally, there is an error on 
this meter: the word ‘Postage’ is 
spelled ‘“‘Postace”. The advertising 
man was also a little hazy as to the 
location of Yemen, for the Toronto 
Post Office neatly handstamped the 
cover “‘T 10 centimes’” (postage 
due) before letting it through.

Maybe I don’t know 
“‘bogshahs”’ from ‘“‘Throckmortons’”’, 
either, Dr. Tobias, but I have to 
work with them. You don’t. 


How Can a Post Office Get 
Along With Only Four Values? 


Unbelieving Yemen _ collectors 
abroad write to me _ continually 
about the demonetizing of all of 
Yemen’s postage stamps except the 
4, 6, and 16bog. (!) A.P.U. com- 
memoratives and the ibog. official 
stamp of 1951, particularly in view 
of the fact that the 16bog. does not 
pay any known postal rate. 

“How can the post office get 
along with only those four values?” 
I am asked, in view of the country’s 
former elaborate scale of denomina- 


tions. This, in the case of the 1940 
Waterlow set, included %, 1, 2, 3, 4, 
5, 6, 8, 10, 14, 18, 20bog. and 1 


*Imadi values. 

Well, even the 16 was selected in 
view of what the Post Office hoped 
would be a reduction of the air- 
mail rate to Europe from 20 to 
16bog. (and the new U.S. rate was 
to be 24 instead of 40). This hap- 
pened just as the U.S. Post Office 
selected the anticipated 4c rate for 
the superlatively beautiful Flag 
stamp a bit ahead of schedule. 

As for the 4, it pays the first- 
class rate and each additional one- 
ounce unit. and is in large supply 
(a half-million). Then the 6 cares 
for the foreign rate and for inland 
registry as well as for airmail to 
Arab Postal Union C‘ates, and also 
for registry thereto. 

The 16 is useful in combinations 
for U.S. and European anc other 
overseas airmail, none of which is 
less than 20bog. basic rate. ‘che 
lbog. takes care of the newspaper 
rate, and foreign registry is made 
up by a pair of 4’s. The 4bog. val- 
ue also pays for additional ounce 
increments (20 grams, actually) for 
foreign surface mail and for addi- 
tional % oz. increments of airmail 
to APU states. 

Parcel fees fall within 6 and 4 
bogash charges. Postal cards. go for 
4bog. and aerograms to anywhere 
abroad are 10bog. (6 plus 4). So 
there are really no other rates to 
be considered, and if the 16 rate 
to Europe is not approved, a change 
of that vaue to 20bog. would give 
the Yemen Post Office all the val- 
ues 








Not all the readers of this col- 
umn are interested in Middle East 
stamps, ‘much less the obscure is- 
sues of Yemen, but apparently a 
great many general collectors get 
a kick out of philatelic and postal 
doings in the Middle East and in the 
continuing antics of Mr. ‘‘X’’, postal 
officials, and unorthodox mail trans- 
portation methods. 

Dr. Richard B. Tobias, of South 


Williamsport, Pa: is one of these 
readers. ‘I don’t know the differ- 
ence between a ‘Bogash’ and a 
‘Throckmorton’ ..” he_ writes, 
“and care less.’’ But he does indi- 
cate continued interest in the hu- 


man interest and current event an- 
gles behind the stamps and postal 
history of this part of the world. 

I can understand Dr. Tobias’ feel- 
angs, as I used to follow the late 
frank Warner’s accounts of his 
philatelic journeys with the most 
avid interest, although I had not the 
slightest intention of collecting any 
of the countries visited. I remem- 
ber Portugal, in particular, in this 
connection. 

As this is not the first letter I 
have received along these lines, I 
shall try to stress the human inter- 
est and backgruund features even 
more in the future, hoping to make 
these articles of more general in- 
terest to the world-wide freemason- 
ry of stamp collectors. 

Incidentally, Dr. Tobias touched 
on a very sore point when he men- 
tioned ‘“‘bogash’’. I thought I had 
threshed out the local Yemen basic 
stamp currency usage quite 
thoroughly (at Mr. Rueth’s request, 
as he became more and more con- 
fused between the ‘“‘bogshah’’ sin- 
gular and supposed ‘‘bogash’’ plural 
in my copy). 

Quite proudly I showed my learn- 
ed dissertation in Linn’s to an eru- 
dite Yemeni grammarian as evi- 
dence of how I was spreading Ye- 
menite Arabic culture abroad. First 
he looked politely impressed. Then 
he smiled. Finally he laughed. 

‘‘What’s the matter?” I asked. 

“Well,” he said, softly, fingering 
an Arabic dictionary, “‘it’s just one 
of those things. As far as you went, 
your explanation was good. Unfor- 
tunately, Arabic has many inexpli- 
cable quirks for which even we 
Arabic grammarians cannot under- 
stand the reason.

I 
have repeatedly warned - Linn’s 
readers against assuming that these

nounced for servicing collectors’ 
first day covers.

high markups over face, claiming 
that the wavy lines printed through 
the face values automatically raised 
the face of each stamp to 1 "Imadi 
(80c U.S.), as “airmail’? stamps. 
There was no inscription anywhere 
in evidence, in Arabic to indicate 
“airmail’ or any raised value. 

Yemen had no airmail service at 
the time, but evidently did contem- 
plate such a future contingency by 
ordering two values (10 and 20bog.) 
with airmail inscriptions, during 
that year of 1947, -with the new 
French-printed set. 

The Post Office Department never 
accepted or issued these overprints 
for postal use in Yemen. However, in 
1951, in the course of clearing up 
his difficulties with the stamp firm 
concerning these and the unrecog- 
nized and unacceptable higher UN 
values, Prince Abdallah, on his au- 
thority as Foreign Minister and po- 
tential power behind the throne, 
managed a deal with someone in 
the Taiz P.O. 

Without authorization of the Com- 
munications Ministry, this party 
registered and cancelled vast quan- 
tities of prepared (multigraphed) 
covers with all kinds of fantastic 
combinations of ‘‘Sana’a-New York” 
and unapproved UN values, includ- 
ing some with Abdallah’s own por- 
trait on them! These were ad- 
dressed chiefly to a commercial 
house in New York, to the Yemen 
UN delegate, Sayed Abdurrahman 
Abu Taleb, and to an address in 
Germany. Most of them showed 
appropriate backstamping. 

After Abdallah’s execution for 
high treason in 1955 there was no 
further chance that any of his ‘‘New 
York’”’ issues would ever be rec- 
ognized or issued by the Yemen 
Post Office, but persistent collec- 
tors abroad, stuck with mint copies 
of the stuff, and desirous of obtain- 
ing “rare, flown covers’ without 
paying the horrible prices asked for 
copies of the ‘Abdullah-cancelled 
batch” have never ceased to try 
their luck with individual postal 
clerks and officials. 

Thus, when Mr. Palmer of Al- 
gona, Iowa comes across-a 1956 cov- 
er (and some 1954 ones, cancelled 
at Hodeida, instead of Taiz), he na- 
turally wants to know ‘what 
cooks’’?. It merely means that some- 
one has bribed an individual clerk 
or official to slip another cover or 
two, franked with these mutilated 
specimens of formerly legitimate 
postal stock, into the international 
mail, without the knowledge or au- 
thorization of the Post Office De- 
partment. 

In the Orient, you can get any- 
thing canceled, any way you want, 
if you are prepared to pay a large 
enough btibe for such ‘“‘service’’. 
(Questions of general interest 
about Middle East philately ad- 
dressed to Bruce Conde, Taiz, Yem- 
en, will be answered in this column, 
but the writer can not enter into

Today we head for an adventure 
‘down under’ to the Commonwealth 
of Australia. We take this journey 
with great pride, for we know that 
Australfa has done much for our 
philatelic world. 

The Australian Post Office De- 
partment goes out of its way on 
many occasions to aid collectors. In 
fact, the present philatelic activity 
in Australia is almost similar in 
scope to that of the U.S.A. The 
philatelic world is represented in 
the Australian Stamp Advisory Com- 
mittee which acts similarly to that 
in this country. 

Australia does all it can for first 
day cover collectors, and soon spe- 
cial hand cancels marked ‘FIRST 
DAY OF ISSUE”’ will be used on 
philatelic mail posted in many cities. 
Australian FDC’s have been reach- 
ing America and other lands with 
speed and dispatch second to none. 
In fact, some of them reach us by 
airmail in four days. Many collec- 
tors have various issues posted from 
different cities, for unlike our usual 
practice there are in most cases 
more than one first day city. 

The FDC craze has hit Australia, 
but the adhesive is still ‘Number 1” 
down under. The printed envelopes 
for first day service are colorful 
embossed items. There are several 
firms printing them, but the most 
popular ones in the U.S.,; Europe 
and Asia have the usual ‘“WCS” 
emblem. 

We shall be glad to send readers 
the address of the firm which pro- 
duces this material upon receipt of a 
stamped envelope. The _ envelope 
must be posted to us not later than 
10 days after the date of this issue 
of Linn’s. 

Almost every new adhesive in 
Australia takes the FD route in 
quantity as the world recognizes 
Australian material as some of the 
most artistic and historical produced 
for postal service. 

Australians are the most air mind- 
ed people in the world. One in five 
of the population travels by air. 
The normal method of travel be- 
tween Sydney and Melbourne, two 
main cities, is by air. 

The country is served by one great 
overseas operator — Qantas Empire 
Airways Ltd. (7th ranking interna- 
tional airlines on the basis of undu- 
plicated route mileage); two major 
international airlines — Trans Aus- 
tralia Airlines (government owned) 
and Ansett A.N.A. — and numerous 
other lines. 

Needless to say, the philatelic 
world received some of its most in- 
teresting flight items from this land. 
The latest is the Royal Flying Doc- 
tor Service second flight. Covers 
were carried by Flying Doctor Air- 
craft to Charleville for onward 
transmission to all parts of the 
globe. 

The example at hand was flown 
October 25 1958 and is signed by Dr. 
H. P. Duke, flying doctor. Yes. this 
is but one of the many special flights 
such as first flights, specials, races, 
and Olympic flights which are post- 
ed from points ‘‘down under’’. 

The local flights are handled as 
are the U.S. local FF’s, complete 
with back stamps; some are pilot 
signed. In fact, this material can be 
found in many collections dating 
back to the 1934-1937 period. when 
many of them took off from points 
such as Cooktown, Brisbane, Ho- 
bart, King Island, and Bundaberg. 
Merely checking any good map will 
indicate the distances involved in 
these various undertakings — Aus- 
tralia is a large land. 

Next we enter the Australian Ant- 
artic land. Here, Australia does 
more than any other land for polar 
enthusiasts. Our covers have been 
received registered from Davis Aust, 
Mawson, Heard, and many other 
Antartic outposts. 

Australia issued two stamps, one a 

















312d which received FD at all Artic 





post offices late in 1954 and early in 
1955. The other is a 2/- adhesive 
which received FD at all offices 
late in 1957 and early 1958. Further, 
various expeditions as early as 1947 
received special postal treatment 
from Antarctic bases. 

We must not forget that Wilkes 
(former a U.S. base) will have its 
FD for the 2/- item in late 1958 or 
early 1959. The news has already 
been in the philatelic press as or- 
ders had to be at Melbourne by Oc- 
tober 31. Of course we know many 
collectors will obtain FDC’s from 
Wilkes, thanks to the cooperative 
Australian Antarctic PO Service. 

The Australian PO has _ special 
commemorative postmarks which 
take in club shows, special events, 
flower shows and festivals. Many 
collectors specialize in Australian 
cancels which are a topicalist’s de- 
light. 

The adhesives of Australia are of 
rather low face value for the com- 
memoratives, so new issue dealers 
can supply them. The quantities 
printed are ample; therefore, read- 
ers can start Australian collections 
of mint or-and used adhesives with 
confidence. 

There are many philatelic clubs in 
Australia. One of the better groups 
is the South Sydney Philatelic Socie- 
ty. Although the group is not large 
it is filled with collectors who are 
outstanding in the philatelic world. 

. D. Tomlison, who has shown in 
both England and the U. S. has one 
of the finest collections of Samoa in 
Australia — in fact, some say in the 
world. 

We should like to be in position 

to supply names of Australian folks 
desiring to swap with our readers, 
but at this time we do not have 
enough to offer. (Our recent offer 
for Malayan contacts brought over 
600 requests). Keep watching this 
column for soon we hope to an- 
nounce that we have enough names 
to pass out to our readers. As we 
mentioned previously we shall be 
glad to give the name of an FDC 
source upon receipt of a stamped ad- 
dressed envelope. 
_ LUFTHANSA, German _ Airlines, 
inaugurated service to Cairo on No- 
vember 3. Mail was picked up at 
Frankfurt and Munich for this flight 
(No. 604). 

The familiar crossbow emblem 
(cupid’s bow, that is) of ALITALIA 
made philatelic news recently. The 
Italian Airline carried special print- 
ed envelopes’ on the flight which 
brought President Giovanni Gron- 
chi of Italy to Brazil. They have a 
red cachet which reads “VOLO 
SPECIALE ALITALIA-ROMO-R IO 
DE JANEIRO Viaggio del Presi- 
dente deila Republica Italiana in 
Brasile — 3 Settembre 1958”’. 

The cover is franked with the 175 
Lire green special adhesive Italy is- 
sued for the event. The return flight, 
September 14 is on another special 
printed envelope bearing a circular 
cachet in violet telling about the 
event. Of course, it is franked with 
the special 7 Cruzeiro issue show- 
ing President Gronchi which Brazil 
issued for the occasion. 

ALITALIA made some other news 
recently when it aided the philatelic 
world obtain material on the Ben- 
gasi-Tripoli openings. Flight -collec- 
tors should watch our articles per- 
taining to the airlines of the world 
for the full ALITALIA story. 

TWA flew the polar run from 
Frankfurt to San Francisco on Oc- 
tober 26. The TWA emblem type 
cachet (world plus plane) in black 
was used with the wordine “Erst- 
flug Ober Die Polarroute’’. 

Our Pan American special enve- 
lopes have been returned. Unfor- 
tunately the firm again used number 
10 envelopes which were quite bent, 
at least the three or So we received. 
We know that several lines use the 
large number 10 envelopes which 
do not fit albums too well. 

Therefore we once more tell our 
readers that when there is an option 
to use a special printed erivelope or 
to prepare their own, by all means 
they should prepare their own. In 
that way they will get the usual rub- 
ber stamp cachet plus’ the size en- 
velope desired. This is something to 
remember. 

October 26 was the first day for 
the new Viet Nam issue noting 
“Respect of the Human Individual’,

Our FDC shows that the Viet Nam 
PO is now back to the square cachet 
giving the date, plus data on the is- 
sue. Try to obtain this issue on FDC. 

The new Ryukyu ‘“‘bridge’’ issue is 
fine. We do wish to report that one 
catalog maker deserves the ‘‘hats 
off’? from International Adventure. 
Yes, it’s ‘thats off’? to the Minkus 
group for the way they handle 
Ryukyus in their new catalog. The 
new American Stamp Catalog of 
1959 gives some of the Ryukyu postal 
history plus the numbers printed of 
the various issues. 

In fact, we feel the Ryukyu sec- 
tion is worth the price of the book 
for it contains a wealth of informa- 
tion. Of course, the catalog the 
same for U.S. and UN issues, but 
since we think that Ryukyu issues 
are the gems in contemporary stamp 
collecting we salute the Minkus 
group for this fine publication. 

Now that collectors are well into 
the UAR issues the more expensive 
sets are beginning to be produced. 
UAR issues are indeed fine to col- 
lect and of course high value issues 
must be issued by the governments 
involved for postage rates. 

However, we are watching the sit- 
uation and should there be too many
